The moncy market which has _ been 
grumbling along with more or less violent 
eruptions at intervals for the last 
months, again took on a dangerous 
pect yesterday. But while heretofore the 
cause for anxicty had been mainly in the 
high rates for call money, the trouble 
now lies more in tremendous demand 
for time loans. 

Acording to a banker 
authority on money almost 
the brokers in Wall are carrying 
large loans in time money and are asking 
‘Yfor more, while cal! money is comparatively 
easy. The particular stringency yesterday 
Was due to the fact that large loans for 
thirty and sixty days are almost 
that brokers are making strenuous efforts 
to h&ve these loans renewed. As a result, 
time money loans were almost unobtain- 
able yesterday. Time money for thirty to 
sixty days was 7 and 8 per cent. bid, while 
loans for six and seven months were 6 
per cent. bid. These were, however, merely 
nominal quotations.

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Dec. 11.—Fol- 
lowing a sensational decline in the price of 
Consolidated Lake Superior shares to-day, 
a special meeting of the Directors of the 
company was held to-night lasting from 
6 o'clock until midnight.

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MR. ROOSEVELT LAUDED 


National Civil Service Reform 
League Commends Him. 


Disappointment Expressed in Results 
of Mayor Low’s Administration— 
Carl Schurg on Bills Be- 
fore Congress. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dee. 11.—The twenty- 


second annual meeting of the National 
Civil Service Reform League began here 
to-day. During the afternoon the annual 
report of the Executive Council was read. 
The report commends the policy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in making Federal appoint- 
ments, and calls attention to the persistent 
hostility of professional politicians in both 
the great National parties to civil service 
reform. The report is in part as follows: 

President Roosevelt has done more for the 
practical enforcement of the Civil Service law, 
the elevation of the moral tone of the public 
service, and the general advancement of im- 
proved methods of government than it has fallen 
to the lot of any other President to do so soon 
after assuming office. Nevertheless it is not 
surprising that, in this respect, his course has 
been subjected to a closer scrutiny than has 
usually befallen-:a new Administration; this fact 
after ali constitutes but a just tribute to the 
merits of Mr. Roosevelt's past service to the 
cause of good government. As a result of this 
exacting attitude of public opinion, (in itself a 
thoroughly wholesome symptom of progress,) the 
President and his official advisers have encount- 
ered some measure of criticism. 

resident Rovsevelt has been accused of ex- 
hibiting too little regard for the salutary r:2- 
strictions of the Civil Service rules by excepting 
from their operations without evident necessity 
a certain number of minor positions and individ- 
ual appointments. With very few exceptions the 
positions affected are altogether unimportant. 

More serious complaints against the present 
Administration have arisen from certain ap- 
pointments to offices not embraced within the 
classified service. Under the ‘‘ spoils system ”’ 
there has grovn up a practice which permits the 
selection of candidates for such offices by Sen- 
aters, Representatives, or National Committee- 
men of the dominant party, reserving to the 
President 'ittle mere than a veto on their choice. 

President Roosevelt has indisputably tried to 
mitigate the evils inherent in this system of 
selection. 

The persistent hostility of professional politi- 
cians in both the great National parties to civil 
service referm was exhibited on several occasions 
during the first session of the present Congress. 
A determined effort to render eligible for em- 
ployment in the classified service without exami- 
nation or other test of fitness more than 2,000 
employes of the Census Bureau, originally se- 
lected, notwithstanding vigorous protests from 
numerous commercial and_ scientific bodies 
throughout the Union as well as from the 
leagues, as a matter of personal faveritism on 
the part of Senators and Representatives was de- 
feated by the resolute and judicious action of 
the President under the advice of the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission, 

The Council is obliged to record its regret that 
the results of the great victory for good govern- 
ment and pure politics in New York City on 
which the league congratulated the country at 
its last annual meeting have not, as yet, met 
all the hopes of friends of civil service reform. 

The special committee on civil service in 
dependencies also commends the President 
as follews: 

The President's consistent following of princi- 
ples of civil service referm in the insular ap- 
pointments has done more than volumes of litera- 
ture for the real, healthy, substantial esteem of 
the merit system in our dependencies. 

Carl Schurz made an address on ‘“ The 
Reform of the Censular Serviee,”’ in which 
he called attention to two bills now pend- 
ing in Congress, one introduced by Senator 
Lodge, the other by Mr. Burton in the 
House, and both of which, said Mr. Schurz, 
had great merit. 

“It is not my purpose,” said Mr. Schurz, 
“to discuss the various features* of these 
two bills further than to say that while 
they might, perhaps, in this or that par- 
ticular point be strengthened by amend- 
ment, they contain very valuable provisions 
—I mean not only the essential requirement 
of full competition, but also the appoint- 
ment to grade instead of locilities, the pro- 
motion from lower to higher grade, the 
facilities opened for the transfer of Con- 
sular officers from one place to another 
and from Consular to State Department 
service and vice versa—and so on—and 
that if either of them, even as it stands, 
were enacted into law and faithfully ex- 
ecuted with a single eye to the public 
interest, the character and efficiency of 
our Consular Service would be greatly ad- 
vanced. But, I regret to say, we have to 
admit the fact that so far the efforts made 
to secure a reform of the Consular Service 
in the way indicated by these bills have 
noc met with enough of favor either 
house of Congress to warrant san- 
guine hope of success."’ 

George McAneny of New York spoke on 
“The Merit Svstem as an Element in the 
Reform of the New York Police Depart- 
ment,’ in the course of which he said: 

“In 1901 the State Civil Service Commis- 
sion brought about the amendment of the 
municipal rules so as to reduce the allow- 
ance of discretion allowed the Police Com- 
mission almost to a nullity. The first ex- 
amination under this change was com- 
pleted April 14 last. As a result of it thir- 
teen Captains have been appointed, in 
whose selection the department had no 
say, except in exercising the limited dis- 
cretion the law allows in choosing from 
the eligible list. 

**Not one of these men was advanced 
through any influence but that of his own 
demonstration of fitness. The regulation 
of removal in the New York Police De- 
partment does not belong to the civil serv- 
ice law. Many reinstatements have thus 
been ordered hy the courts, usually with 
allowances of back pay. The authority of 
the Commissioner must inevitably he wenk- 
ered when it is understood among his 
stbordinates that their laxities or even 
flagrant failures of duty will go unpun- 
ished unless they may be proved by posi- 
tive evidence, and to the satisfaction of a 
power higher than he.”

any time before in the history of my eleven 
years in this district. The fact that this is 
exch-a damp, stormy day makes it very 
much more dangerous for the people than 
if it was merely dry cold. I believe there 
will be an unusual amount of sickness 
here within the next week.”’ 

Mr. Neufeld said that he had a barge 
waiting for a berth to land, but had been 
unable to make any arrangement yester- 
day. 

One element of the situation which is re- 
garded as an important one by those famil- 
jar with the coal-distributing problem 
among the poor of the city is the fact that 
the last few days have completely ex- 
hausted the small supplies of coal which 
the grocery and butchers’ shops had ac- 
cumulated in their cellars for their own 
customers. When the cold snap came 
upon the city on Monday hundreds of these 
little stores on the east side were selling 
pailfuls of fuel. But that supply is gone 
now, and the people must depend upon 
the yards. 

One prominent dealer was asked yester- 
day what was happening to all the larg: 

of coal that are coming to the 
by day, if no coal is to be ob- 
tained from yards. He answered: 

“Nearly all this coal is being taken 
directly from the docks to the consumers. 
So great is the demand that there is no 
opportunity to take the fuel to the vards, 
except for the small retail trade. Coal is 
being delivered in vast quantities to people 
who are taking only a ton or half a ton at 
atime. The pressure from well-to-d6b peo- 
ple upon the retailers is quite as great as 
that from the poor.”’ 

Commander Booth-Tucker of the Salva- 
tion Army applied to the city authorities 
yesterday for permission to establish a 
series of demonstrating agencies through- 
out New York to show the virtues of the 
porous brick and the wicker basket filled 
with asbestos.

MONTCLAIR IN NEED OF COAL. 


Hospital, Public Schools, and a Club:

MONTCLAIR, N. J., Dec. 11.—The coal 
situation here is very serious. Practically 
no coal has arrived in a week or ten days. 
The dealers exhibit bills of lading showing 
the coal has been shipped. The poor are 
suffering greatly and the well-to-do are not 
a very great deal better off. Many persons 
able to pay $10 to $15 for a ton of coal 
have had to shut off their water to prevent 
the pipes freezing. 

The Mountainside Hospital has about 
enough to last until Saturday. The public 
schools are on short allowances and may 
be left without coal next week. The Mont- 
clair Club, composed of the wealthiest resi- 
dents of the town, may have to close down 
on Saturday, as it has no more coal. 


WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 





Brooklyn Fireman’s Prompt Aid Unable 
to Save Her. 


Mrs. Emma Woolnough, a widow, seven- 
ty-nine years old, who lived with her son 
at 742 Lexington Avenue, Brooklyn, was 
burned to death last evening in her apart- 
ments on the top floor of the building. 
Ticw the fatality occurred will probably 
never be known, because the woman was 
atone in her home at the time. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock Fireman O'Brien 
of Engine Company No. 122, on Quincy 
Street, directly back of the house in which 
Mrs. Woolnough lived, noticed a bright 
flash in her kitchen and saw a volume of 
smoke pour out from an open window. He 
immediately notified the members of the 
cempany, and then ran ah®@ad of the en- 
gine to the house. When he reached the 
vestibule door he burst it open and ran up 
stairs to the woman's apartments. The 
kitchen was all ablaze, and Mrs. Wool- 
nough was found lying writhing on the 
fioor in the next room with her clothing 
burning off her. O'Brien smothered the 
flames, but she was dying and expired be- 
fore an ambulance, summoned from the 
Williamsburg Hospital, arrived. The fire- 
men quickly extinguished the blaze in the 
kitchen,

Man Accused of Craft’s Murder Tore Up.~ 


His Own Clothing. 


Assistant District Attorney Clarke yes- 
terday closed the case for the prosecution 
in the trial of Thomas Tobin, who is ac- 
cused of murdering Capt. James B. Craft 
of Glen Cove, L. L, at the Empire Café in 
the Tenderloin last September. Lawyer 
Abraham Levy, Tobin's counsel, will open 
for the defense this morning. 

Tobin yesterday appeared in court in 
prison garb.

COAL PACTS CONCEALE 


Operator Refuses to Answer Coun- 
sei for the Miners. 


Exact Figures Withheld by Witness— 
Miners’ Side of Case May Close 
This Week—A Priest Testifies. 


SCRANTON, Penn., Dec. 11.—The repre- 
sentatives of the miners during to-day’'s 
proceedings before the Anthracite Coal 
Strike Commission called one of the inde- 
pendent operators to the witness stand to 
tell the exact price he received for his coal, 
and the mine owner refused, giving in- 
stead, after much questioning, an average 
of the price he received. The operator was 
J. L. Crawford, President of the People's 
Coal Company, which operates tne Ox- 
ford Colliery in Scranton. Mr. Crawford, 
who has been attending the sessions each 
day, was surprised to be called, and he 
remarked as he took the stand: “ This is a 
new turn of affairs."’ He was examined 
by Mr. Darrow. The testimony was as 
follows: 

Q.—When did you ship coal last? A.—Yester- 
day. 

Q.—What are you getting for it? A.—I don’t 
know exactly, 

Q.—Can you come near it? A.—I can if 1 
want to. 

Q.—Don't you want to? A.—No, Sir. 

Q.—You are a party to this commission, and 
went to New York to see the coal Presidents? 
A.—Yes, Sir. . : 

Q.—Then you refuse to give this commission 
that information? A.—I don't think I am com- 


pelled to tell, 
Q.—Which road do you sell to? A.—Delawart, 


Lackawanna and Western. 

Q.—What do ydéu get for it? A.—About 65 per 
cent. of what the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western gets for it. 

At this point attorneys for the operators 
objected to the inquiry proceeding any 
further along the lines of what a com- 
pany’s profits were. Mr. Darrow said he 
called the witness to show that the coal 
companies were able to pay the advance in 
wages asked for. Wayne MacVeagh, in his 
ecross-examination of Mr. Mitchell, he said, 
intimated that the increase, if granted, 
would ultimately be placed on the bowed 
backs of the poor, and he wanted to show 
that the companies are well able to give 
the increase asked for without putting it 


on the poor. 
Mr. Darrow then continued the examina- 


tion: 

Q.—How many tons do you produce a day? A. 
—Nine hundred to 1,000 tons. 

Q@.—And you don’t know how much you get for 
it? A.—I can give an estimate 2 

Q.—Weill, what is it? A.—About $2.50 a ton. 

On further examination, Mr. Crawford 
said that during the latter part of the 
strike his colliery was in operation, and 
he got $20 a ton for his coal. Chairman 
Gray here stopped the examination, say- 
ing that the exceptionally high prices dur- 
ing the strike were not pertinent to the in- 
quiry. 

The miners called several witnesses, who 
told of conditions at the collieries of the 
A. Pardee Company, in the Hazleton region. 
One of the witnesses was a boy, who said 
he lost a leg in the mines, received nothing 
for its loss, but that instead when he re- 


turned to work, the company took off of 
his wages his father’s debt. 

Mr. Darrow here announced that the 
miners expect to close their case this week, 
and now gave notice for the other side to 
be ready next week. The companies’ attor- 
neys said they desired a recess for a short 
time after the miners close, to complete the 
preparation of their case. Chairman Gray 
said he hoped there would be no interrup- 
tion in the sessions. 

Two witnesses, employed by the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Company, 
were called in the afternoon and each testi- 
fied that before the strike of 1900 the men, 
when they worked, received 94 cents a car 
and that the strike was ended by the com- 
yany agreeing to give the men an increase 
n wages of 10 per cent., 24% in cash and the 
other 7% per cent. to be considered in the 
reduction in the price of powder. Instead 
of receiving the increase, they now get 3 
cents a car less, or 91 cents. They did not 
know why it was reduced. 

In cross-examination the company pro- 
duced figures which showed that one of 
the witnesses earned an average of $4.23 a 
day for 17 days worked in November. The 
witness claimed he went into the mines 
twenty-five days during the month. One of 
the same witnesses handed in a statement 
which was given him some time ago by a 
mine superintendent, showing that there 
were seven sizes of mine cars at the col- 
liery where he worked. The witness said 
the same wages are paid for filling all of 
them. 

Patrick O'Boyle, a miner, gave the his- 
tory of the increase in the size of the min- 
er’s ton from 2,240 pounds to 3,136. He said 
twenty-five years ago sizes under pea coal 
were not used and therefore it was dumped 


on the refuse pile and the ton raised to 3,156 | 


in order that the companies could get out 
2.240 pounds of marketable coal. At present 
the companies are using coal three or four 
sizes under pea and the men are not being 
paid for it. 

Thomas Malone of the White Oak Colliery 
of the Delaware and Hudson Company com- 
plained that the miners were receiving low- 
er. wages for “robbing” pillars of coal 
than for mining the coal in the breasts. He 


said it is a well-established fact that ‘‘ rob- ; 


bing ”’ pillars is the most dangerous work in 
a mine, and miners engaged in it should 
receive higher wages than at other classes 
of mining. 

John William Griffith, Superintendent of 
Schools of Nanticoke, near Wilkesbarre, 


was called to the stand to show that miners’ 
children do not go as high in the school 
grades as the children of other parents. 

Father O'Donnell testified he had personal 
knowiedge of only one cas®é of violence, and 
did not see other acts of lawlessness com- 
mitted in Olyphant where he was stationed. 
He believed newspaper accounts were ex- 
aggerated. 

‘Do you believe in boycotts ?"" asked 
Judge Gray. The witness replied that he 
believed he had the right not to deal or 
associate with a person who did something 
that he did not like or was contrary to his 
interests, * 

‘I go along with you that far,"’ said the 
Chairman, ‘‘ how much further would you 
go? For instance, have you a right to 
boycott me if I should deal or associate 
with such a person?”’ 
eee sir, neither would I commit vio- 
ence.”’ 

“That is right; we draw the line at the 
same point.”’ 

P. J. Regan, a miner for the Temple Coal 
and Iron Company was the last witness 
of the day. His principal complaint was 
that he had been docked for light loading 
when he had a foot more than the required 
topping of six inches. 


A MOTORMAN’S BLOCKADE. 


Cars Delayed Half an Hour Because He 
insisted on the Front Platform 
Being Cleared. 


The obstinacy of a motorman on a car 
of the Flushing Avenue line in Williams- 
burg yesterday morning during the “‘ rush ”’ 
hour inconvenienced many persons who 
were going in the direction of the bridge 
on their way to work. When the car 
reached the transfer station at Nostrand 
Avenue it was so crowded that only with 
difficulty could a few women squéeze in 
from the rear platform. Five men got on 
the front platform amd vainly tried to get 
inside. The motorman tried to aid them 
by pushing, but failed. 

Then the motorman refused to go ahead 
until the platform was cleared. The men 


refused to budgé, and the passengers, be- 
coming impatient, craned their necks to 


ascertain the trouble. The conductor pulled 


the bell strap, but the car did not move. 
Then he went forward and asked the mo- 
torman when he was going to proceed. 

‘Not until these men get inside the car 
or get off and wait for the next,’ ex- 
claimed the motorman. 

The five men stood their ground and tha 
motorman remained unmoved. In the 
meantime more cars had come up and 
joined the blockade. For more than half 
an hour the blockade was in_ progress. 
Somebody sent word to Police Headquar- 
ters, but just before the police arrived a 
railroad Inspector appeared and raised the 
blockade by ordering the motorman to go 
ahead. 


CLEVELAND OFFICIALS IN TOWN. 


Are Studying Municipal Buildings in 
Various Cities. 


District Attorney Jerome had a visitor 
yesterday in District Attorney Harvey E. 
Keeler of Cleveland, Ohio, who is the head 
of a large delegation of Cleveland men who 
have been sent on a tour of the country 
to study municipal buildings in various 
cities, Cleveland intends to erect a group 
of public buildings to cost $20,000,000 on a 
sixteen-acre plot, situated on the lake side.

Awkward Dilemma of the Government 
Resulting from Mr. Balfour’s 
Statement. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—As the result of a 
statement made by Premier Balfour in the 
House of Commons to-day, the Government 
apparently finds itself in an awkward di- 
lemma. Questioned recently as to whether 
the law officers of the Crown had ever 
given the opinion that the imposition of a 
countervailing duty to neutralize foreign 
sugar bounties would contravene the fa- 
vored nation clause in existing commercial 
treaties, the Premier replied that he had no 
record of such an opinion. 

To-day, however he’ volunteered’ the 
statement that an identical opinion had 
been given in 1880, but he declined to com- 
mit himself with regard to the effect of 
this opinion in the present circumstances, 
The Premier’s statement, however, is re- 
garded as justifying Russia’s threat to 
treat the imposition of a countervailing 
duty as a breach of treaty. 

As practically the entire British export 
trade with foreign countries is carried on 
under the protection of the favored nation 
clause, the Government faces the alterna- 
tive of either dropping the Brussels Sugar 
Convention or risking theeloss of favored 
nation advantages, as one effect of Great 
Britain’s adhesion to the sugar conven- | 
tion would be to entitle the Unitea States 
and Russia to place higher import tariffs 
on British goods. It is expected that rather 
than risk such a serious dislocation of for- 
eign trade the Government will forego the 
imposition of a countervailing duty on su-

PHILIPPINE PROBLEMS. 


President Schurman and Gen. Greely 
Address the Aldine Club—Praise 
for the Army. 


meeting of the Aldine Club, Fifth 
near Eighteenth Street, last even- 
ing the speakers were Jacob Gould Schur- 
President of Cornell University, and 
W. A. Greely. Walter S, Logan pre- 
sided. Mr. Schurman spoke on “ The Unit- 
ed States in the Philippines,” and Gen. 
Greely on ‘‘ The Army in the Philippines.” 

President Schurmen said, in part: 

“The Philippine question will not down. 
The animals of the farms have died of 
disease, and famine and pestilence stalk 
through the land. The Insular Government 
is purchasing rice from Asia to furnish the 
Filipinos with the means of sustenance. 
The Filipino will pay for this through 
taxation. The failure of Congress to estab- 
lish the gold standard has cost the Philip- 
pine Government more than $1,000,000 in 
consequence of declines in the value of 
silver. The taxpayers have suffered great- 
er loss irom the same cause, 

‘Congress had the opportunity to at- 
tne Filipinos to us at least by the 
bonds of interest, and had the archipelago 
been given free trade with the United 
States, like Porto Rico, the people woulu 
have been more prosperous, and the idea 
of prosperity wouid have been associated iu 
their minds with American generosity. But 
Congress put up against them a 79 per cent, 
Dingley tariff, and now Vice Gov. Wright 
declares that the Filipinos see in our Gov- 
ernment’s attitude and conduct evidence of 
commercial exploitation alone. 

“President Roosevelt, too, has made us 
think again of the Philippine problem. He 
said that the flag could no more come 
down in the Philippines than it could in 
Alaska. Where the American flag goes it 
symbolizes the sovereignty of the people 
over whom it waves and republican govern- 
ment. The flag came down in Cuba when 
the rights were assured to Cubans. I do not 
say that this should be done to-day, or to- 
morrow, but We must at some time give 
-he Philippines independence or Statehooa, 
and I do not want Asiatic methods in our 
wovernment, 
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that our educational 
work in the Philippines atoned for other 
deficiencies. We are trying to teach a 
common language, English. This is fund- 
amentally wrong. History shows that it 
is impossible to change the ianguage of 
any people. From the beginning nature 
‘ 1 history teach, and experience, too, the 
folly of this project to Americanize or 
Auglicize the Filipinos. Recognize the men 
there fellow-Christians, with rights 
ual to your own; provide favorable con- 
ditions for the Filipino to stand upon his 
own feet and make his own way. Do that 
and you have the clues to the solution of 
the difficult Philippine question.’’ 

Gen, Greely pretaced his paper by 
markine that personally he thought that 
the Spanish-American war was a mis- 
take, and the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines also, but that he was a soldier with 
his duty to perform first, so he would not 
say any more than that he did not think 
much good could come of the possession of 
the is.ands, and that he did not see how 
this Government could get rid of them now 

He told of the work done by the army in 
the Philippines in establishing civil govern- 
ment hie 1uded the army for its hon- 
esty and efficiency in dealing with ques- 
that are not usual in the line of a 
soldier's duty He declared that the men 
were as orderly as a whole any other 
body of citizens, even more so.

The mate carried him 
below, fixed the up in splints, and 
turned the barkentine about and headed 
for Cape Lookout in order to land the 
Captain. They arrived there safely on Dec. 
3, and the Captain was taken ashore and 
sent immediately to Beaufort, and. as the 
barkentine had been badly strained dur- 
ing the gale and was leaking in conse- 
quence, it was decided to anchor in the 
cove and wait for a tow, 

“We lay there until noon of the 4th,” 
said Mate Florian yesterday, ‘‘ when it 
began to blow from the southwest, and [ 
put out a second anchor with thirty fath- 
oms of chain. The wind went around ‘to 
the southeast, and it blew a merry gal? 
until 8 o'clock that night, when it stopped 
suddenly. It began to blow again just 
before midnight, though, and it came up 
just as suddenly and blew a good 
deal harder. The barkentine began to 
ship water, and I put the men to work 
at the pumps, but after working an hour 
and a half we found that the water was 
gaining on us fast. A big sea stove in the 
fore hatches and carried away the forward 
deckhouse. Then the deck load went over, 
carrying the pumps with it, and when we 
saw that all was up_ we climbed into the 
mizzen rigging. A half hour later the fore- 
mast broke off flush with the deck ani 
went by the board, breaking again in the 
eyes of the rigging. The maintopmast wen: 
next and threw the vessel on her beam 
ends, and at the same moment almost an- 
other big sea broke over us and stove in the 
weather side of the after cabin, which be- 
gan to fill. I burned a distress signa! 
which was answered immediately by ther 
Cape Lookout life savers, who were then 
about three miles away, but we were drage- 
ging anchors and being driven towarl 
shore all the time. 

“It was 4:30 in the morning when the 
vessel began to break up forward. When 
the life savers thought we were neuf 
enough shore they fired us a line, which 
fell about three fathoms short. The next 
one they tried went wide. 

*‘ Just as the third one fell close by, the 
mizzen topmast snapped, and, tumbling 
down, hit Stewart Cokely, and split his 
head open. The spar hit Second Mate Cus- 
tin at the same time and kyocked him 
over the rail. The steward had been 
knocked right into my arms, but when IL 
saw he was dead, I dropped him and 
grabbed the second mate and pulled him 
aboard. The falling mizzen topmast haa 
also struck Fred Finch on the right hip 
and hurt him so badly that he could not 
move, 

*““ We never saw the dead man again, but 
pulled the two injured men up on to 2 
section of the poop, which was awash, and 
on that drifted 300 yards to shore, whcre 
the life savers formed a chain and pulled 
us out of the eurf. All of us were stark 
naked except myself, and the waves had 
left me only me trousers leg.”’

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INSURANCE ON RISKS — 
ALONG TROLLEY LINES 


Underwriters Talk of Hazards Due 
to Overhead Wires. 


No Insurance for Property So Located 
Suggested at the National Board 
Meeting — A Compromise Pro- 
posal for Higher Rates. 


At the meetings of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, which were held on 
Tuesday and Wednesday at 66 Nassau 
Street, among the many topics discussed 
none excited interest equal to that of the 
proposition to greatly increase insurance 
rates on property facing streets where 
wires, carrying currents of high voltage, 
are supported by “poles. This system of 
carrying currents of great voltage was con- 
demned, and it was even suggested that no 
insurance should be written on property so 
located. 

One of the members pointed out that a 
denial of insurance to such risks would be 
almost revolutionary in the insurance busi- 
ness, and that property usually of the 
highest value on principal streets, where 
there are overhead trolleys, would be with- 
out insurance. The property values so af- 
fected@amounted into the hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars. In Greater New York all 
the boroughs with the exception of Man- 
hattan would be affected, and Brooklyn 
most heavily, because of the overhead trol- 
ley wires. 

It was pointed out by an earnest advo- 
cate of the no-insurance idea, or the very- 
high-rate plan, as a compromise, that the 
rule would affect the property in narrow 
streets where the wires run close to the 
houses. It need not be as drastic along the 
wider thoroughfares if there were wide 
sidewalks and yards in front of the houses. 
The increase in rates was absolutely neces- 
sary, he said, in the narrow streets, and 
prudence would suggest that there should 
be no insurance at all there. The danger of 
telephone or other wires crossing wires 
bearing currents of high voltage was con- 
Stant, because the insulation might prove 
ineffective and the current be carried to 
buildings, where it would cause a fire. 

The greatest danger, however, was point- 
ed out to be the delay caused by heavy 
voltage wires to the firemen in getting to 
their work. The delay in cutting such wires 
through the necessity of insulating them- 
selves with rubber gloves and boots and 
the danger when the cut wires fell of driv- 
ing the men away from under the poles 
was a Very serious matter, often making 
it impossible to get at a fire in time to save 
the property and to properly prevent the 
spread of the flames to the adjoining 
houses. 

Many instances were cited, where if the 

firemen had not been hampered with sucn 
wires they could have easily prevented the 
destruction of buildings. The delay in get- 
ting at the fires meant the loss of large 
sums to the insurance companies. 
_One instance, in particular, was told of a 
fire where the firemen had raised an ex- 
tension ladder to the fifth story of a build- 
ing. It was perilous climbing, because the 
ladder was resting on a network of wires, 
and not on the wall of the house. Five 
men were dragging up a hose. The sway- 
ing of the ladder with the weight of the 
men and the hose cut the insulation on a 
live wire of heavy voltage, and the naked 
wire with its tremendous charge burned 
through the wooden ladder in a flash. The 
firemen were thrown to the street. The 
building was destroyed, because the fire- 
men could not get to the blaze, and five 
good firemen were in a hospital for a long 
time. 

The matter of the high voltage wires on 
poles was referred for consideration to the 
Electrical Committee of the Underwriters’ 
National Electrical Association. Their re- 
port will be printed and sent to the mem- 
bers of the association and its affiliated 
bodies for consideration, pending action to 
be taken at a future meeting. Representa- 
tives of various underwriting bodies were 
present at the meetings of the National 
body on Tuesday and Wednesday. A com- 
mittee from the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers and another committee 
from the Underwriting Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation were invited to attend, and had the 
privileges of the floor. 


BROOKLYN INSURANCE RATES. 


Increase on Manufacturing and Busi- 
ness Property Ordered by the 

New York Exchanges. 

After consideration and investigation, a 
vecial committee’s report was adopted by 
the New York Fire Insurance Exchange 
yesterday increasing insurance rates in 
Brooklyn on manufacturing and business 
property from 20 to 30 per cent. Inade- 
quacy of water supply given as the 
chief cause of the increase. The largest 
increase is in the dry goods district, where 
even residences are affected. In the East- 
ern District the property owners are not 
affected as in the other districts. The 
committee reports the water pressure there 
as better than elsewhere. 

In the report of the committee it is point- 
ed out'that most of the mains are old and 
cannot stand high pressure, and, further, 
that the, water supply is adequate only for 
the ordifary con#umption of the city. The 
committee recommends the expansion into 
Suffolk County and the removal of 100 
miles of old and corroded pipes. It is 
pointed out that increased pressure could 
be obtained by water towers with pump- 
ing stations. It is further stated that an- 
other safeguard would be some system of 
salt water supply from permanent pump- 
ing stations, with auxiliary connections 
along the river front for the use of fire- 
boats.

Odell Listens to Arguments by 
Buffalo, Rochester, and New 
York Delegations. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Buffalo, Roch- 
ester and Greater New York delegations 
argued before Gov. Odell to-day in favor 
of the so-called *“‘ Inland (Mohawk-Oneida- 
Seneca) route "’ of the proposed barge canal. 
State Engineer Bond and Superintendent 
Boyd of the Department of Public Works 
were with the Governor. 

Among those present were delegations 
from the Canal Assogiation of Greater New 
York, including Gustav H. Schwab, F. S. 
Wetherbee, Frank Brainard, Henry B. 
Hebert, and F. A. Clark. From the Buf- 
falo Merchants’ Exchange, there came for- 
Senator John Laughlin, George Clin- 
ton, Theodore S. Fassett, Alfred Haines, 
W. C. Warren, R. R. Hefford, G H. 
Raymond and G. BR Sawyer. Rochester 
was represented by J. Y. McClintock, 
Superintendent of Public Works, and 
Col. J. §8.° Graham, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce. William B. Jones, 
Secretary of the Albany Chamber of Com- 
merce, also appeared. 

The speakers, who included nearly every 
one of the visitors, advocated the inland 
youte as being more in the interest of the 
general commercial welfare of the State. 
They opposed the proposed lake route as 
cutting off from the benefits of the canal 
Rochester and others of the principal cities 
of the State. and also because of delays and 
losses which, they said, would result from 
stormy weather on the lakes, Gov. Odell 
1efused to comment upon the hearing, 
which was held behind closed doors.

Shifting Almost Daily—A 
Schooner Runs Aground. 


ISLAND, N. W, Dee. 11.—The 
channel of FYre Island Inlet is shifting 
almost daily. To-day the schooner Ben- 
jamin Russell of Leesburg, Capt. Thomas, 
from Patchogue, was passing out, and 
greunded where there was plenty of water 
yesterday. The crews of the Fire Island 
and Oak Island life-saving stations floated 
her, with the help of the rising tide, and 
she proceeded southward unharmed. 

The channel is now divided into two 
parts. Where two months ago there was 
deep water there is a sandbank, and there 
are two narrow channels on either side 
of this, and these shift almost daily. It 
looks as if eventually Fire and Oak Islands 
might be joined and the inlet. entirely 
closed.

UNION COLLEGE ALUMNI DINE. 


Charles Emory Smith Refers to the 
Venezuelan Situation—President 
Raymond ~Speaks. 


The banquet hall of the Hotel Manhattan 
resounded with cheers and with thé songs 
of old Union last night, when 150 alumni 
of the up-State institution met for the an- 
nual dinner of the Union College Alumni 
Association of New York. Toasts were 
made by President Andrew V. V. taymond, 
D. D., of Union College; ex-Postmaster 
General Charles Emory Smith, ex-Judge 
Judson S. Landon of the Court of Appeals, 
ex-Senator Warner Miller, and others. 
Frederick W. Seward presided. 

President Raymond called attention to 
the development of the opportunities of- 
fered at Union throggh recent additions to 
the department of electrical engineering, 
over which C. P. Steinmetz has but recent- 


ly been placed. 

‘But,’ he said, ‘there need be no fear 
that Union will be false to the traditions 
that emphasize the importance cf general 
culture, as distinguished from technical 
training. We are not carried away with the 
idea that the degree is the great thing, and 
that the sooner it can be obtained the bet- 
ter. Something is to be said in favor of 
shorter-courses for those who are to go to 
rofessionai schools, but in addition it is 

‘ell to recognize that time is an important 
factor in normal development. 

‘Forced growths are never healthy, and 
the year that is worth most to the average 
college boy is the senior year, for it is in 
this that he finds himself.” 

Charles Emory Smith, the next speaker, 
devoted the greater part of his remarks to 
National issues. He said, in part: ‘ The 
National Union has taken a new position 
ir the last five yéars. The saying that we 
have become" world power in the last five 
years is almost trite, yet it is literally 
true. Two years ago, when the civilized 
nations were struggling with the semi- 
civilized giant of the East, the United 
States appeared at the cound@l table of the 
nations, and appeared as a determining 
factor. Had it been five years before, the 
United States would have been an impas- 
sive spectator, and it is to the credit of the 
United States that at that moment its 
power was used for the maintenance of 
the integrity of China and for that equa! 
opportunity in which the commerce of the 
United States can always take care of 
itself. 

‘We have at this moment, the testimony 
of the world to our position, for to-day 
when the eyes of all are turned upon Vene- 
zuela, two of the greatest nations of Eu- 
rope, about to exact payment for debts 
which I believe to be just, come to us 
and tell us what they propose to do—if we 
are willing, and not, unless we are. We 
have a part to play. We stood in China 
for moderation; we stand in the Philippines 
for freedom and justice, and that flag 
which we toasted to-night will ever stand 
for.freedom and progress and enlighten- 
ment.”

THREATEN SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


Strike May Be Declared Because En- 
gines Were Loaned to the 
Union Pacific. 


Special to Tye New York Times. 

OMAHA, Neb., Dec. 11.—A strike of all 
machinists, boilermakers, and blacksmiths 
on the system is before the Southern Pa- 
cific because of that road's sending éight 
locomotives to the Union Pacific, where 
they are badly needed on account of the 
strike among its shopmen. The Superin- 
tendents of all divisions of the Southerr 
Pacific have been notified by the heads 
the local unions that unless these en- 
gines are recalled at once the men will 
strike immediately. 

This action was taken to-day on orders 
from Grand President John McNeil of the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers America, 
who arrived in Omaha this morning deter- 
mined to prevent other roads coming to the 
assistance of the Union Pacific. The ma- 
chinists and blacksmiths have not taken 
official action but are backing the boiler- 
makers and will to-morrow issue a similiar 
ultimatum to the Southern Pacific. 

Three months ago the Southern Pacific 
began sending new engines to the Union 
Pacific, anda committee of strikers waited 
on President E. H. Harriman, giving him 
to understand that unless that road quit 
Siving aid to the Union Pacific the South- 
ern Pacific would have a strike on its 
hands, The practice was stopped, but. the 
Union Pacific retained eight of the engines, 
It is to’ force the return of these eight lo- 
comotives that to-day’s action was taken. 
No answer has been received and a strike 
may be declared at any hour. 

A similar ultimatum was yesterday sent 
the Milwaukee, which loaned the Uni®n 
Pacific locomotives last week. It only re- 
quired twelve hours for the Milwaukee to 
back down and call in the engines, thus 
avoiding a strike, 


COLORADO’ RAILROAD RIVALS. 


Hostilities Resulting from C. F. and |. 
Election—Harriman Interests

Detective Bureau Will Watch and Run

road protective bureau in the history of

SCARE IN THE TENDERLOIN.

THE ASSOUAN DAM. 

The ceremonies on Wednesday attend- 
ing the opening of the Assouan Dam 
and Reservoir seem like an intrusion of 
the practical and material present upon 
the sacred and prehistoric past. The 
Nile, with its traditions reaching back to 
an antiquity so remote that history and 
mythology inextricably blended, 
seems to have no place in the economy 
of the present century, and to dam it 
and its waters seems almost 
like a profanation. the Nile 
improvements are very practical under- 
takings and will greatly promote the 
prosperity of modern Egypt. They com- 
prise the dam and navigation channel at 
Assouan, a barrage and lock at Assiout, 
and a regulator and lock at the head of 
the Ibrahimieh Canal near Assiout. 

The location of the dam at Assouan 
was chosen so that the historic temples 
on the Island of Philae should not be 
submerged. ‘This protection was only 
partly attained, however. When the dam 
is ful], most of the smaller temples and 
buildings on Philae will be submerged to 
the depth of from two to three meters, 
but the great temple of Isis will not be. 
Those which it was impossible to pro- 
tect have been materially strengthened; 
new and substantial foundations have 
been constructed and steel girders intro- 
duced wherever necessary to support the 
ruins. The whole work a credit to 
British engineering from many points of 
view. The contract with the builders 
was executed in February, 1898, and 
provided that it should be completed by 
July 1, 1903. Owing to favorable condi- 
tions in the low level of the 
river, the dam was practically complet- 
ed nearly a year ahead of the stipula- 
tion. The capacity of the dam is in the 
neighborhood of 30,000,000,000 gallons. 
It will give perennial navigation via the 
lately opened canal as far as Wadi Hal- 
fa, hitherto reached with difficulty only 
at high Nile. It will not impair the in- 
terest of the river for the traveler, but 
will have vast influence upon the agri- 
cultural future of Egypt and incidentally 
upon the habits and character of the 
pecple. For untold centuries plenty or 
scarcity has depended upon the anhual 
depth of the inundation of the Nile 
banks. After the flood is past, that is, 
between December and March, the dam 
will fill, and its impounded deluge will 
be let out as needed between December 
and May, regulating the fertility of the 
Nile Valley for fifty miles below As- 
souan, as the interests of agriculture may 
demand.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—wWhen the news first came that the 
British and Germans had seized the Vene- 
zuelan navy, it was natural to wonder what 
they were going to do with it. Remember- 
ing the course usually pursued when a cred- 
itor has secured possession of a debtor's 
property, joyous expectations were excited 
—expectations that the two Admirals who 
made the levy would offer it for sale to the 
highest bidder. That involved the sticking 
up somewhere on Court House doors of no- 
tices addressed to all whom it might con- 
cern, announcing the date of the vendue 
and giving pathetically intimate descrip- 
tions of the various “ lots.’’ But this was 
not to be. That the Admirals would have 
sold the vessels if they could have done so 
is a necessary consequence of their nation- 
alities, and an inevitable inference from 
what happened in Peking after the allied 
forces captured that city in 1900. There 
were, however, many things to consider— 
first of them all, the fact that there was 
not likely to be any bidding, eager or 
other, ‘for the Venezuelan navy. The de- 
mand for warships, what there is of it, is a 
peculiar one, and at a forced sale few arti- 
cles of merchandise would be so nearly 
sure as these to remain on the auction- 
eer’s hands. It must be remembered, too, 
that the warships of a South American re- 
public are usually worthless when the re- 
public acquires them—in a time of particu- 
lar stress from some kindly but not alto- 
gether health-seeking American—and that 
the vessels thus acquired do not, as a rule, 
advance in value under the sort of care 
they get from their new owners. The war- 
ship that wasn't a real warship even to 
start with naturally becomes as time goes 
on a very formidable craft—formidable to 
those who go on board of her, that is—and 
President CAsTRO’s first impulse to resist 
the debt collectors was doubtless due to 
his expectation as to what would happen to 
such part of the forces of his creditors as 
tried to navigate the rashly seized prizes. 
But alas!—or is it fortunately?—the ships, 
all except one of them, were towed out into 
deep water and scuttled! The Admirals 
didn’t even hint a desire to make them- 
selves amusing, dnd if President Castro 
mourns the losses which his forces did not 
suffer, he at least has quite a lot of sailors 
who will fight on shore as bravely as the 
rest of his hastily gathered army. 


—-Passaic’s Board of Health, while 
searching for the origin of the many cases 
of diphtheria that exist among the school 
children of the town, has discovered that 
the spread of the disease has been due, in 
large part, at least, to an invention of—the 
Board of Education. It seems that it is the 
cust$m in the Passaic public schools to give 
each pupil a lead pencil every morning, 
and to collect the pencils every night for 
another distribution next day! This plan has 
the obvious advantage of being economical, 
and it is also extremely fair. Using pencils 
as children always do, with frequent appli- 
cations of the points to their tongues, each 
pupil in each school had an equal oppor- 
tunity to acquire such contagious maladies 
as might be going around, and an equitable 
distribution of diphtheria was rendered al- 
most certain. The Passaic health authori- 
ties have decided, however, that this meth- 
od of supplying pencils is not, on the 
whole, to be commended, and they have with 
some vehemence directed the school people 
to think up another scheme. It would be 
interesting to know in how many other 
towns the same and similar exhibitions of 
official ignorance are in progress, and 
especially if there is anything like it in 
New York. It is rumored that not quite 
all of our devices for supplying our public 
school children with text books and the 
other implements of their work are beyond 
the criticism of sanitarians, and, with such 
a Health Board as we now have, these ru- 
mors ought to be quickly ended, either by 
authoritative denial or by the removal of 
the abuses underlying ,them. 

A full translation of the Kaiser's re- 
cent speech at Gérlitz appears in The Lon- 
don Times, and, though perusal of the 
whole speech is something of a task, we 
feel sure that everybody will be grateful to 
us for quoting the following passage: 


It is un-Germanic to glorify one’s self; let us 
thank Gop for helping my grandfather and my 
father to unite our land once again, and for 
having guided us thus far; but let us not, there- 
fore, on that account glorify ourselves, for with- 
out Him we should scarcely have succeeded. 


Royal humility could hardly go further 
than that, and we note with special admi- 
ration the use of the word “scarcely,” 
which is in effect little less than an ad- 
mission that if Germany had béen opposed 
by the odds confronting its adversaries the 
outcome of the struggle ,would have been 
somewhat doubtful and success would have 
been obtained only by \desperate efforts. 
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This is a remarkable concession, and it well 
justifies the Kaiser’s assertion that it is 
un-Germanic to glorify one’s self. For 
some reason or other his remarks recall 
the old story of the missionary meeting 
that was to be held Wednesday evening, 
D. V., and Thursday evening anyhow. 
—-It grieves us more than a little to note 
the composure with which two of our cor- 
respondents have’ narrated their personal 
observations as to the power of sharks to 
survive, for a while at least, the terrible 
mutilation so often inflicted by their caps 
tors. Our grief is due to the fact that, 
while sharks are not amiable creatures, 
even when viewed by the most charitable 
eye, yet they are on the whole an estimable 
folk, because of their very great utility 
as.scavengers in the economy of the seas. 
It is not at all remarkable that ignorant 
sailors should bear a deadly hatred toward 
the whole shark tribe, should see in them 
personifications of malignant cruelty, and 
should delight in inflicting on any they 
catch all the tortures that a seafarer'’s 
large ingenuity can devise. It is, however, 
quite a different thing when landsmen who 
read THE TiMEs coolly tell about the kill- 
ing, which is bad enough, and the horrid 
dismemberment, which is much worse, of a 
fish that is no worse 
jority of other fishes, 
and ugliness, and one, too, that is of im- 
measurably more benefit than injury to 
mankind. For a man who is fairly charge- 
able with knowledge of the selachians and 
the services they render to take part in 
their destruction, except with the excuse 
of self-defense, and to feel only curiosity 
when recalling how they swam briskly 
away after suffering ghastly wounds— 
this, as we said before, fills us with sorrow. 
The shark knows his business and performs 
it, like any other animal, and his moral 
character is just as good as that ¢ of a lamb.

President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton 
University, in the course of a lecture last 
night before the Brooklyn Institute of Arts 
and Sciences on “The Function of the 
University in the United States,’ rather

This he said was the guiding 
thought in considering the function of the 
university. 

The speaker said, however, that not all 
men should be trained alike and not all 
men were benefited by or should be given 
a university edutation. Neither should 
the university teach everything. 

‘There has been a tendency 
years,’’ said the speaker, “to the belief 
eet the university should cover the whole 
field of learning, from handicrafts to ab- 
stract schools of philosophy. To do that 
it would be necessary to resort to the prin- 
ciple of average, and this is not for the 
really great university. For the university 
is, as much as anything else, lifting the 
spirits of men. It is in giving a man the 
capacity to look above the smoke and dust 
of his particular occupation in life and get 
a broad view of the world. And as I said, 
the university is not tor every man. For 
one thing, it is not every man who could 
or would care to wait until his twenty- 
fourth year to go into business. The world 
must be served in various ways, and the 
university man alone is not able to serve 
in all. 

“ And furthermore, the universities turn 
out a go00d many failures, but men go to 
the universities from various motives. Some 
are turned out still in the raw state after 
four years’ atténdance, some are turned out 
who are acquainted with learning, but 
whose stock of it will not stand the wind 
and weather of life. And yet every man 
must get some little benefit from his uni- 
versity training.

MISSIONS IN TURKEY. 


Representatives of Religious Bodies 


Tell President Roosevelt That Sul- 
tan Is Unfair to Americans. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State Hay this 
afternoon received a deputation represent~ 
ing all religious bodies in the United States 
that are doing missionary and educational 
work in the Turkish Empire. The deputa- 
tion was headed by Morris K. Jesup, Presl- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of New 
York and President of the Board of Trust- 
ees of the Syrian Protestant College at 
Beirut. Accompanying him were the Rev. 
George Post, a distinguished surgeon in 
Syria; the Rev. William K. Eddy of the 
Presbyterian mission at Sidon; W. W. Peet 
a representative of the C ongregational 
American Board and Treasurer of the mis- 
sion at Constantinople; Darwin R. James 
of the Presbyterian Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, John S. Kennedy, a member of the 
governing board of Robert College at Con- 
stantinople; the Rev. Samuel B. Capén, 
President of the American Board of For- 
eign Missions, and fifteen other men promi- 
nent in educational and religious work. 

The deputation, through Mr. Capen, pre- 
sented a formal! address declaring that the 
affairs of American educational and relig- 
ious institutions in the Turkish Empire are 
in a serious condition and need the imme- 
diate attention of this Government. The 
President was informed that the educa- 
tional and religious institutions established 
in Turkey were not being treatéd fairly by 
the Sultan, and the deputation asked that 
this Government demand from Turkey, un- 
der the act according special privileges to 
foreigners, the same rights as are enjoyed 
by French, Russian, Italian, and German 
institutions. These nations, it was pointed 
out, had secured rights that American 
teachers and missionaries were unable to 
obtain. For the United States not to ask 
similar concessions ‘‘ would be to ac- 
knowledge our inferiority,’ the address 
said. 

It was pointed out that Russia and 
France had secured from Turkey immunity 
from taxation for all their churches and 
schools and had the right to open churches 
and schools whenever and wherever they 
desired. The American missionary boards 
claim that to them ought to be accorded 
similar rights; yet, the President was in- 
formed, American schools and churches 
have been closed by arbitrary authority. 

‘‘Our appeal,’’ the address concluded, “ ig

President Roosevelt and Secretary Hay 
listened to the statements made with care 
and interest, but did not indicate what ac~ 
tion, if any, they probably would take.

Chief Croker Declares It Was the First 
Time Such Call Was Ever Sent Out 
on a Three-Alarm Fire. 


Gossip was general among firemen and 


alarm ‘Two Nines,’’ for the fire which 
gutted the flathouse 18 West Sixty-fifth 
Street, Wednesday afternoon. This call, 
according to the department book, brought 
all the engines in Manhattan between Fifth 
and Eighty-first Streets, and some from as 


ond Street, leaving: a tremendous and 
densely populated area absolutely without 
fire protection. 

The fire had gained headway, because the 
engines which should have responded to 
the first and second alarms were engaged

“<I never adversely criticise an officer 
for bringing more engines than are need- 
ed,”’ said Commissioner Sturgis on reaching 
his office shortly before 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 

* Do you think that he called out more 
engines than were needed?" 

“I cannot say as to that, for I have not 
heard of, any criticism by any one who is 
competent to criticise the Deputy ‘Chief. 
ile may have erred in calling out too many, 
but it was an error on the safe side, which 
is certainly much better than not to have 
called enough.” 

‘Was he guilty of an error in judg- 
ment? 

“He may have been, bit no competent 
authority has yet said so, and I do not see 
why I should be expected to make any 
statement at this time. I must refrain from 
doing so. 

Is this not a parallel case with the ac- 
tion of Deputy Chief McCabe?”’

Verdict for Property Owner in a Suit

an Accident.

away so that the pipe was left without eup- 
port.

LEGAL NOTES. 


RIGHTS IN CrROSS-EXAMINING WITNESSES. 
—An action involving a question of inter- 
est to lawyers, as bearing on their rights 
on cross-examination, was before the Sec- 
ond Appellate Division lately. The plaint- 
iff sued to recover the contract price of 
goods sold and delivered. His bookkeeper, 
in testifying to certain conversations with 


the defendant, produced two letters which 
he said had been received from that liti- 
gant. The letters were not offered tn evi- 
dence, but were marked for identification. 
At the conclusion of the direct examina- 
tion the defendant's counsel called for the 
letters. for the purpose of cross-examining 
the witness. The trial Justice, however, 
refused to allow him to use them, as they 
were not in evidence. The Appellate Court, 
by Justice Jenks, has decided that the 
ruling was erroneous. As the bookkeeper 
had said on his direct examination that 
he looked at the letters to fix the date of 
his conversations with the defendant, the 
latter’s counsel, said Justice Jenks, had 
the right to use them on cross-examina- 
tion. Any memorandum which a_ witness 
uses to refresh his memory on a direct ex- 
amination can be used by counsel on the 
cross-examination. ‘‘As the conversation 
was material, the defendant might possibly 
have been prejudiced by this limitation 
upon his cross-examination, and therefore 
I think that a new trial should be or- 
dered.”’
